4 Contested Election Case to Furnish the 
Cae Upon Which They Will 
Start Up—Other News. 


WasHInGTox, March 4,—[Special.]—The 
republicans will flaunt the bloody shirt in 
the house tomorrow, and the clab will fall 
bathed in hair and blood. 

The elections committee will call up the 
McDufiie—Davidson contested election case 
from Alabama. ‘The case,upon the part of the 
majority of the comimittee, will be managed 
by Mr. Maish, of Pennsylvania, and the mi- 
nority will be championed by Henry Cabot 
Lodge. of Massachusetts. With the republi- 
cans, it is to be the old time cry of bulldozing, 
and negro intimidations. Itis the purpose of 
the minority of the committee to set up a mill 
for the manuf: ¢ ory Of c mpaign thunder for 
use inthe forthcoming election. The fact 
of the large negro population in the 
Selma district, and the handsome majority 
of-Davidson, the democrat member, over his 
republican opponent, McDuffie, will serve to 
start up the southern outrage mill, which for 
go many years has been the chief stock in 
trade with republican politicians. Mr. Crisp, 
chairman of the committee, has thought it 
best to place the case in the hands of a north- 
ern democrat, and thereby deprive the opposi- 
tion from making use of capital otherwise 
given them, if handled by the chairm&n or 
any other southern member of the committee. 
In the opinion of many the case will perhaps 
consume two or more days, and may possibly 
result in the creation of a special committee to 
be sent to Alabama to take testimony and 
investigate the case. At any rate it looks now 
as though the case is a doubtful one, as there 
are some cight or nime democrats who are 
shaky and may vote for the contestant.

BURGLARY AND ARSON.

The Narrow Escape of the Family of Colonel 
Sinclair. 

GALVESTON, Tex., March 4.—[Special.}|—The 
residence of Colonel Sinclair, one of the most 
prominent citizens in Texas, president of the 
city railroad system of Galveston. and well 
known throughout the south west for his wealth 
and enterprise, Was entered by burglars at 
3:30 0 clock this morning, and, aftera heavy 
booty in jewelry and diamonds had been se- 
ctred,a most fiendish attempt at arson and 
murder was made by the thieves. Only the 
accidental awakening of Colonel Sinclair pre- 
vented the loss of the jives cf himself,probably, 
and his whole household. : 

Colonel Sinclair’s residence is a handsome 
and splendidly furnished edifice on H_ street. 
between Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
streets, facing the city park. The burglars 
were evidently familiar with the iriterior of 
the house, and procecded to open vie recepta- 
cle where Mrs. Sinclair keeps her jewels and 
other articles of value. They proceeded with 
such caution that no one in the house was 
aroused. In diamonds and other jewels,they se- 
cured about $500 or $600 worth, taking all they 
could find, and then descended from, the sleep- 
ing apartment of Colonel Sinclair to the parlor 
below, where they seemed to have boen actuated 
in their work by pure malice. The eostly and 
magniticent furniture was saturated with kero- 
sone, the pictures taken.down and the match 
applied. The thieves then made their escape 
without having been seen by anyone. Fortu- 
nately they had neglected to close the bed 
room door and the parior door below. To this 
fact the lucky escape of all the sleeping hovse- 
hold is to be attributed. The ascendin 
wreaths of smoke penetrated the bed room o: 
the colonel and awakened Mrs. Sinclair. She 
immediately gave the alarm. Colonel Sinclair 
rushed promptly down stairs The alarm was 
turned in. Colonel Sinclair, meanwhile, 
battled the flames which were soon 
subdued.- On the arrival of the department 
further examination disclosed the loss of the 
jewels, and the police being notified, imme- 
diate pursuit was begun. Up to this hour.6 
p. m., no one has been 9 5 peewee but the 
detectives are hopeful of getting the right 
parties. Colonel Sinelair has an idea as to 
who the miscreants were, but refuses to sneak 
lest he should interfere with the work of the 
police department. 


THEY MUST SUFFER. 


The Decision of a Frightful Case in Tennes- 
see. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 4,—[{Spccial.]— 
The supreme court has decided a case that has 
for four years created a great deal of excite- 
ment in the upper Cumberland country. One 
court day in 1554, Joe Carr and his father 
killed Nelson Ray in Livingston, Overton 
county. The Carrs and Ray, who had one or 
two quarrels, were in town drinking. They 
met on the street, and words passed. Nelson 
Ray, as it appeard in the record, ‘‘tlapped his 
wings, crowed and announced that Nels, was 
in town and would staythere.”’ Ray went into 
the barroom of the hotel and stood near the 
door. Joe Carr followed Ray, and finding him 
walked up to itm with .a large knife in his 
hand, caught him by the collar and dared him 
to ‘crow or laugh.” Ray responded with a 
hearty laugh, whereupon Carr slashed him 
across the head and face with his knife... A 
scufile ensued, in which Carr, who weighs 220 
oopweay. got Ray down and sat upon him. 

Vhile in this position, Carr’s father came in, 
took hold of Ray’s beard, drew his chin back 
and cut his throat. 

Young Carr was removed, and Ray got up 
and leaned against the wall with the blood 
spurting three or four feet from his throat. 
While standing there young Carr came up and 
asked him if he could laugh now. The old man 
laughed and died. The Carrs were then ar- 
rested, expressing much gratification at having 
killed Ray. Joe Carr had on his person, be- 
sides the knife, a large revolver. 

On the trial it was proved that the Carrs 
had said they would kill Ray that day. Joe 
Carr was convicted of murder in the first de- 
gree, but a change of venue and a new trial 
was granted, and he was convicted of murder 
in the second degree and sentenced to twenty 
years in the penitentiary. The supreme court 
affirmed this judgment. Old man Carr has 
had one trial, which resulted in a mistrial, and 
it is said to be doubtful if a jury can be secured 
in the county. The Carrs have been terrors in 
their section for years. 


‘ DISEMBOWELED HIM. 


Terrible Murder Committed at Johnsdén 
City Overa Political Quarrel. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 4.—A terrible 
murder was committed at Johnson City yes- 
terday afternoou, growing out of a republican 
convention there. The action of the conven- 
tion caused much unfavorable comment. 
About 5 o’clock two young white men, Bob 
Jobe and Alf Ostic, were standing on the side- 
walk discussing the convention. Jobe was 
criticising a speech made before the conven- 
tion by a negro named Moss, Another negro 
named George Booth was standing close and 
heard the conversation. He made some ver 
insulting remarks to Jobe, who drew a clos 
knife from his pocket and struck at the negro. 
The negro drew back a few feet, and opened a 


knife and saying, “I'll cut you, you s—n ofa 


b—h,”’ sprang at Jobe, who in the meantime 
had opened his knife. Jobe warded off the 
negro’s blow and slashed him once across the 
face. He struck several other blows—one 
across the ‘abdomen, letting out the bowels, 
and one in the left’ breast penetrating the 
heart. The wounded man lived several min- 
utes, suffering the most intense agony. Jobe 
secured a horse at once and made good his 
escape. 


SEEMS TO BE A TOUGH. 


Jeff Underwood Armed With Shotguns and 
Pistols, 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 4.—[Special.] 
Jeff Underwood, probably the most notorious 
desperado in this section, has been carrying on 
a system of high-handed outrages for over a 
week, and all efforts of the ofticers to capture 
him have proven futile. He has entered, 
probably, a dozen houses in this city, and half 
a dozen officers ]} ave been on his track at once, 
but he has evaded themevery time. He is 
now reported at Dayton. Tenn., but the officers 
at that point are »fraid to airest h'm. War 
rants a’e out fir his ar est fom Bi mingham, 
Cleveland, Tenn., Atlanta, ita:ton, Ge., Tun- 
nell Hill, Ga., Chattanooga and Dayton, 
Tenn. U.derwood is armed with two big 
navy revolvers and ashotgun, and defies the 
ofticers to take him. He goes about from place 
to place, and thus far no one has dared to <4 
handson him.

THE CHICAGO STRIKERS 


A General Ratlroad Lock-up 
Threatened. 


THE ENGINEERS MEET IN NEW YORK, 


Partial Paralysis on the 15th, and Total 
Paralysis Threatened on the 80th— 
The Status of the Strike. 


New York, March 3.—[{Special.]--A recent 
meeting of delegates from fifteen divisions of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers was 
held at twenty-four hour’s notice, in Tammany 
Hall Sunday, to take immediate and decisive 
measures to bring about a settlement of the 
trouble between the officials of. the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad and the en- 
gineers and firemen employed on that line. 

The meeting, after a session of six hours, 
unanimously approved the policy indicated 
by Chief Arthur in Chicago Saturday last, 
when he said: “The brotherhood will not 
compromise, but will dig the ditch in which it 
proposes to die in case it cannot win.’ The 
engineers reiterated that sentiment by passing 
resolutions in which they determined that if 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy managers 
do not come to the terms demanded by the men, 
they will call out all the membersof the 
brotherhood employed on all lines connecting 
either by traffic, passenger or other arrange- 
ments with the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy route on March 15th. After that date 
they resolved to let matters remain in that con- 
until the 30th instant, and 
then should the brotherhood not gain 
its demands, they will order a general 
strike of all members of theiz 
society in the United States, and on the Grand 
Trunk and other lines in Canada on which 
they are represented, as well as the railroads 
in Mexico. They are supported at the present 
time and feel confident of a continuance of the 
indorsement of their action by the brotherhood 
of locomotive firemen. 

The fifteen divisions of the brotherhood of 
engineers represented at the meeting consisted 
of delegates from every railroad running into 
New York and Jersey City, so it will bo easily 
seen that, should the men adhere to their reso- 
lutions as expressed—and from their deter- 
mined though subdued manner there is little 
doubt that they will—the bulk of the railroad 
traffic between the Atlantic seaboard 
and the west will cease. This in itself will 
entail greater inconvenience and pecuniary 
losses to the Commercial and traveling public 
than have ever been experienced in this coun- 
try before, as the railroads of the eastern states 
conduct the greater part of the traffic of the 
United States. The men, however, on the 30th 
instant, threatened a tie-up of all the railroads 
in the United States, the effect of which would 
almost paralyze traffic. They are, however, 
determiued in their attitude, and express them- 
selves as satisfied that the general public will 
sympathize with them. 

They assert that their action is not aggres- 
sive, asthe right is on their side, and they 
urge in support of their arguments that the 
brotherhood consists of soberand industrious 
men, who daily, in the course of their work, 
carry not only their own lives in their hands, 
but also have the great responsibility of the 
safety of the lives of enormous numbers of 


the public. .They.say that the railroads will” 


not only do injustice to a large body of respect- 


able workingmen, but by engaging inexperi-. 


enced engincers and firemen, will prejudice 
the safety of others. 

The resolutions state that the managers of 
the various railroads throughout the city are 
aiding the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad, that such action is cowardly and un- 


fair,and that therefore, it is 

“Resolved, that we, as representatives cf the 
various divisions of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers in this vicinity,in co. vention assembled, 
do hereby denounce said action on part of said man- 
agers, and declare that we, asan organization, are 
justified in resorting to extreme measures in over- 
coming this outside interference with the 
affairs ofour brother engineers upon the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railway. That to this 
end we recommend that, if the aforesaid difficult 
is not settled in a reasouable time, upon a fair an 
reasonable basis, that all brotherhood me. upon 
the connecting lines of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy system resign their position upon a given 
date; that if thfs action, as a means of last resort, is 
not sufficient to gain thejust and reasonable de- 
mands of the engineers and firemen upon the afore- 
said railway. that We, as an entire organization 
throughout the United States, Canada and Mexico, 
oin with them in a universal demand for their ac- 

nowledged rights, of being raid established rates 
for work actually performed. That in consideration 
of the business interests of the country,we sincerely 
regret the necessity of resorting to these extreme 
measures, and trust that our friends will not be 
slow in plaeing the responsibility where it so clearly 
belongs—upon the penurious and tyrannical man- 
agement of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
system.”’ 

One of the delegates who was present at the 
meeting says: : 

“The prevailing sentiment among the en- 
gineers in this lecality is that the trouble on 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy must be 
fought out toa successful termination for them 
at all hazards, and although they regret re- 
sorting toextreme measures, they are deter- 
mined to carry their point in this particular 
case, even if they have to stop the running of 
every wheel in the country.” 

There will be a grand union {meeting of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers at Tam- 
many hall, next Sunday at 10 o’clock a. m., 
March 11th. Delegates from all lodges in this 
part of the country will be in attendance at 
which meeting still further action regarding 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy strike 


will be taken. se 
CHIEF ENGINEER ARTHUR 


Declares His Satisfaction With the Present 
Condition of the Strike. 


CuicaGo, March 4.—Chief Engineer Arthur, 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
speaking today of the strike,said: ‘Our re- 
ports are most reassuring. The fact that for 
seven days there has not been a break in 
the brotherhood on the line is of itself of the 
most reassuring nature. On the contrary, we 
are in receipt hourly of letters and dispatches 
from allover the system showing the loyalty 
of the men.” 

“Ts it nota fact,’?’ Mr. Arthur was asked, 
“that all the western roadg are giving the Bur- 
lington moral support, which, being equiva- 
lent toa financial one, gives the brotherhood a 
clear right to discontinue work on these out- 
side roads?” : 

“J have no means of knowing. If they are, 
it is in violation of a solemn pledge from the 
managers of the other roads that they would 
maintain strict yore 

“Tf you found that other roads were doing 
this, would you order a strike?”’ 

‘If a grievance of that nature was brought 
to my attention, I should carefnlly look into 
it.’ 
“Ts it not probable that congress will be 
called on to investigate this strike ?”’ 

‘““Congress will not be asked to look into it 
~ 4 me. Thereisno necessity for investiga- 
tion. What we have done has been done 
pee’, and been given to the public through 
the press.”’

Anniston Man. 


AN INCIDENT OF G. B. LAMAR’S LIFE. 


Boating on the Savannah, and Trading in 
Charlestou—The Closing Days 
of an Eventful Career. 


Anniston, Ala., March 4.—[{Special.}—I 
encountered the other day here the “oldest in- 
habitant”’ of the model city of any note, and he 
is a remarkable character. A sketch of his ca- 
recr is not without interest, as it embraces ex- 
periences in three states—South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama—and is ratber eventful. 
The subject is H. L. Jeffries, now occu- 
pying the position of United States commis- 
sioner, and who, strange to say, is bitterly op- 
posed to the internal revenue laws, although 
much of the emoluments of his office are de- 
rived from hearings in violations of those laws. 

Mr. Jeffries was born in Abbeville district, 
South Carolina, January 9, 1808, and is there- 
fore in his eighty-first year. He is robust, 
hale and hearty; strong physique, weighs over 
two hundred pounds, and is remarkably active, 
fullof energy, and takes the liveliest interest 
in politics and the important questions of the 
day. His mind is as bright as a new dollar, 
and, as he is inclined to volubility, 
conversation with him is rather pleasant. 
In consequence of an impediment in his 
speech when a child, he was unable to goto 
school, and his father apprenticed -him to a 
blacksmith, with whom 4s learned his trade. 
In 1827 he returned to Augusta, having mean- 
while through his own efforts learned to read 
and write, and entered the employ of John E. 
MacDonald, general grocery merchant, and 
subsequentiy engaged as clerk with Josiah 
Sibley, remaining with him some years. He 
married Miss Anderson, grand daughter of 
Judge Anderson, of Edgetield. the first judge 
ever appointed for the South Carolina district. 
This marriage took place on the 12th of 
November, 1835, the night the stars fell, and 
Mr. Jeffries has a vivid recellection of that 
great meteoric shower. - 

He was well acquainted with the prominent 
men uf Georgia, and on friendly terms with 
General Tombs, Judge Longstreet and others. 
He related an incident concerning the late 
Gazaway B. Lamar, which I have never seen 
in print. This oceurred inthe 30’s and Mr. 
Lamar at that time was a young man of mod- 
erate means, but proud and haughty. - Lamar 
had bargained for a piece of property belong- 
ing to Ed. F, Campbell, the price to De paid 
being $1,000, and had told Campbell to draw 
up the deed and bring it to his office when he 
would give him a check for the money. Jef- 
fries wasin Lamar’s office when Campbell 
came in, and said: , 

‘“‘Mr. Lamar, I have made out that deed.”’ 

“All right,”’ replied Lamar; ‘‘read it.” 

Campbell thereupon read as follows: ‘For 
and in consideration of the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, Edward F. Campbell, gentleman 
of the first part, do hereby convey and sell to 

Bb. Lamar, yeoman of the second part, a 
claim—”’ 

“Stop there,’’ said Lamar quietly, but very 
firmly; ‘tread that over.’ 

Campbell commenced a new to read the 
deed, and had reached about the same point, 
when Lamar sprang up suddenly from his 
chair, and in stentorian tones said: 

“IT, G. B. Lamar, gentlemen of the second 
art, do hereby kick the posterior of Ed F, 
Jaanpbell, yeoman of the first part,’’ arid suit- 

ing the action tothe words, he incontinentl 
bounced the astonished Campbell out of his 
office; and the sale wasdeclared off. Mr. Jef- 
fries said that the story became bruted about 
Augusta at the time, and created considerable 
amusement. e 

In 1340 Mr. Jeffries established a line of 
steamers on the Savannah, between Augusta 
and Savannah and was agent and part owner 
for a number of years. His business friends 
were among tle staunchest men in Augusta, 
includes the Holcombe brothers, John C. 
Henry, B, A. Grimes, Mr. Josiah Sibley, Ned 
Brace, and others. He subsequently removed 
to Washington, where he conducted a com- 
mission business up to the war, accamulating 
a large fortune, which was swept away in the 
general vortex. After the war he became a 
railroad contractor, and soon had extensive 
business. 

In 1872 he came to Anniston when there 
were but two houses here, and no railroads, 
and has resided here ever since, seeing the 
town grow from a population of less thana 
dozen to nearly ten thousand. Mr. Jeffries, 
who was, in ante-bellum times, an ultra free- 
trader, is now one of the most pronounced pro- 
tectionists in the district, and gives unanswer- 
able arguments for his change of faith, which, 
however, does not affect his democracy. The 
old gentleman had the misfortune to lose his 
wife about two years ago, who 
had been his faithful companion for 
over half a century and to whom 
he attributes all his successin life. Her re- 
mains rest in the modest little cemetery, be- 
side those of her only daughter, at the bage of 
the mountain, overlooRing this lovely town. 
He has three sons living, all of whom are 
worthv, estimable citizens. The eldest, Thom- 
as A. Jeffries, holds a responsible position in 
the well known cotton commission house of 
H. M. Comer & Co., Savannah. Jameg 8. 
Jeffries is a prosperous planter in Darlington, 
S.C., and the youngest, W. H. Jeffries, is 
clerk of the Anniston city council. 

Mr. Jeffries, although past his four score 
years, has the promise of many years to come, 
as his appearance does not indicate him to be 
more than sixty-eight, and a fine specimen of 
vigorous manhood. He is a very genial, clever 
old gentleman, and his reminiscences of the 
olden days of Georgia are exceedingly inter- 
esting. Some time when I have achance to 
chat with him again I may note a few of them 
for the entertainment of the readers of THE 
CONSTITUTION. b. H. R.

ANegroGets Twenty Years for Seductio 
in the Penetentiary.

Much business was transacted and 
allcas :s tried which could be disposed of at this 
term ; several had to be continued on account 
ofjthe sickness of Colonel C. D, Phillips, who - 
was leading counsel in them. No very im- 

rtamt.cases were tried, except two, one of the 
State vs. Mr. Flonea, charged with the murder 
of his wife, and the other one the State vs. 
Henfy Brownlee, for seduction. The evidence 
against Mr. Honea was yery meager and insuf- 
ficient to make the charge of murder stick 
hence a consent verdict wes agreed upon and 
he was found guilty of assanit and battery and 
sentenced to eight months in the chain gang, 
The counsel for the defense acquitted thém- 
sclves well in securing the almost absolute ac- 
quittal of Mr. Honea.

During the trial of this 
case the courtroom was crowded, and eve 
one was anxious to catch every word “mean 
by the witnesses, the court, the attorneys and 
the defendant. The girl was the only wit- 
ness put upon the stand, who swore point 
blank.

The court appointed Colonels Sam 
DuPre, of this place, and J. W. Henly, of 
Jasper, to see that the negro had a fair trial, 
and this they done nobly and unselfishly, but 
the evidence against their client was too 
overpowering, and he was found guilty of se- 
duction and sentenced toa term of twenty 
years in the penitentiary. The prosecution 
was represented by Solicitor-General Gober, 
assisted by Colone!] C. D. Maddox and Captain 
H. W. Newman. The two last named mainly 
conducted the case and made the speeches, 
The efforts of Colonel Maddox and Captain 
Newman were the supremest of their lifes, 
and their speeches have been pronounced the 
best that have been made in any criminal 
cases before our courts in along while.

It has been solong since High Shoals first 
became known to the world thatitis hard to 
determine the precise time when it took on its 
swaddiing clothes, but Cal Crow, one of the 
factory bosses, and the “oldest citizen,’’ says 
that he commenced work here in 1842, eleven 
years after the first tactory was built, and Cal 
ought to know, because it is generally believed 
that he was jumped up out of the first briar 
patch which was cleared up on the banks of

THE FIRST FACTORY. 

The first factory was built by Hopping & 
Green, two northern men, who came down to 
. out the land,’’ and t he first building for 
¢pinning cotton was erected in 1831, fifty-sev- 

years ago. The partnership contract was to 
fast for eleven years, and expired in 1842, hav- 
ing been profitable to both the partners. The 

— factory building was a wood structure, 

the machinery was the best which could 
bought at the time, In all probability, 
High Shoals may claim the distinction of hav- 
the first factory built in the south. 
he property has since passed through 
hands of different a oer and 
ser owned by the igh Shoals 
manufacturing company, of which Mr. J. W. 
inton is the very efficient president. Mr. 
saac Powell, now deceased, was its first presi- 
dent, and under his management the company 
was prosperous to an amazing degree. It was 
not uncommon during his administration te 
declare twenty per cent. dividends, and it was 
a rare thing that any of the stock could be 
bought. Mr. Powell was one of those 
— managers who could grasp all 
details of a large business, and made the 
rty one of the best that could be found. 

Mr. eaeeo Felkerand Mr. Hinton have 
more recently been presidents, and the com- 
pany isin a most prosperous condition. For 
satisfaciory reasons the directors have not 
seen fit to make known their dividends of late 

ears, but none of the stock can be bought, and 

bis fact indicates more strongly than any 
stock quotations that the company is making 
money. How much they are making is no 
business of the public, but it is gratifying to 
know that the factory is not able to keep u 
with its orders, and that this as wellas all 
other southern cotton factories are making 
good dividends for their owners. 

The company manufactures  shirtings, 
checks, and yarns, the two first being sold ex- 
clusively by Messrs. O’Farrel & Hodgson, of 
Athens, and the latter by a house in Philadel- 
phia, to be used as carpet warp. Five thou- 
sand six hundred spindles are run, and sixteen 
to eighteen hundred bales of cotton are spun 
into thread every year. This makes a fine 
local market for cotton, and neighboring far- 
miers find also. a good market for eggs, butter, 
pilk, etc. 

THE TOWN ITSELF. 


High Shoals is located on the Apalachee | 


river, 16 miles from Madison, and 14 milés 
from Athens, and contains a population of 
about nine hundred, made up mostly of oper- 
atives and their families. A more contented 
set of laboring people it would be hard to find, 
and there is a moral tone about the place 
which is the pride of the whole commuuity.

SAVANNAH IS PROGRESSING, 


The Ancient City Growing Young and 
Spry. 

SAVANNAH, March 3.—[Special.]---This city 

is quite well pleased with itself just now. 


. Never in its past history has there been any- 


thing approaching its present united activity. 
Public spirit behind public improvement 
promises to make a change in this borough 
that will astonish its most sanguine inhabi- 
tant. No mania, no craze, no fad, but concert, 
enterprise and a new-born spirit of hopeful- 


ness. 

Better pavements, better architecture, better 
hotels, better public buildings, indeed, every- 
thing in the line of superior advertising. New 
residences, a new government building, a 
fresh court house, a large depot for the Plant 
system nearer the city’s center, a large and 
stylish hotel edifice on Bull street, where the 
barracks now stands, these are many of thie 
contemplated betterments of the city. 

A source of inspiration is found in the cen- 
sus just completed by the directory men. 
They figure out, by actua) count, over 52,000 
inhabitants. An increase of 38 per cent since 
1880. Directory men are’sometimes set down 
as suiting only too well those affeetionate per- 
sons who declare that they love a liar, but it is 
really true that Savannah’s population is as 
here enumerated. The question thatthe peo- 
ple recognize as important, is how to secure 
the proper standing in the official census of 
the United States. A lot of political bum- 
mers are deputed to count heads, and they do 
just about in the samme style as inspections are 
often made by United States revenue 
officers. July is the favorite month 
for the census taker, and a very hot month for 
men unused to hard labor, except in convict 
camps.

It is very much doubted by many here whether 
it has increased 58 per cent, in seven or eight 


ears.

What wil] 
contribute to its prosperity is a belt road nearly 
completed, running st around the city. 
Starting beyond the central railroad wharves 
it crosses Bay street, skirts by the Savannah, 
Florida and Western depot, goes on out East 
Broad, runs south of Anderson, and proceeds 
north, passing by the Central passenger depot. 
It will go as far up the river as the Vale Royal 
mills, or nearly to Jasper Springs, which «are 
some two miles west of the city exchange. A 
company has bought a large tract of high, 
wooded land“this side of the springs. The 
tract will be laid off into lots, anda new sub- 
urb will soon spring up of industrious freehold 
ers,

THE DAY IN MACON. 


Cemetery 


A Visit to Riverside 
Saturday. 


A Spot That Will Fill the Heart of Every 
Visitor With Tender Feeling— 
General City News. 


~ eee _— 


Macon, Ga., March 4.*-[®pecial.}—Out be- 
yond the northern boundary of Macon, beyond 
Rose Hill and Oak Ridge cemeteries, lies a 
series of most beautiful hills and dells. The 
hills are cone shaped, studded with elms, hick- 
ories, pines, spruce, oaks and poplar, while 
between, shaded from the heat of the sum- 
mer’s scorching sun, and protected from win- 
ter’s dreary winds, are clustered myriads of 
plants which in summer gladden the eyes with 
their blossoms, such as the wild violet, heart- 
ease, panzy, honeysuckle, Cherokee rose, 
the forgetmenots, the daisies, and 
thousands of others. In the ravines run tiny 
streamlets, upon which the sunbeams play and 
dance, upon whose banks grow ferns of many 
beautiful and delicate shapes, 

From the entrance to this ‘‘Earthiy Para- 
dise,”’ the observer gradually descend toward 
the Ocmulgee river. 

The slope is so inclined that the raptured 
beholder of the wild but beautiful nature is 
not aware how near he is to the river until 
suddenly he finds himself on the edge of an 
abrupt precipice, which to glance downward 


makes one dizzy. About three hundred yards 


directly in front gushes the muddy, but, never- 
theless, picturesque Ocmulgee. 

This spot, in the late war between the states, 
was cleared of its beauty, and the grim but 
determined defenders of the southland, reared 
upon these hills, earthen breastworks behind 
which they watched in their duty. In front of 
this battery, far beyond a stone’s throw, there 
were dug rifle pits for the out posts. But now 
the carnage of war is over, peace reigns in the 
land and nature has reposed her retreat, the 
earthworks are covered with trees, and flow- 
ers,and all of its former state seems as a dream. 

‘This place of hallowed nature, the home of 
the wild birds, is known amongst us as Clark’s 
Hills. 

Owing to the crowded condition of Rose Hill 
cemetery, and as itis a public burial ground, 
our citizens have seen fit to buy Clark’s woods 
and use this as a private cemetery. 

The ground has been cleared of the thick 
undergrowth, walks and drives have been laid 
out, lots have been arranged, and a prettier 
spot cannot be found this side of Woodlawn 
cemetery at Cleveland, Ohio. 

The drives are beautifully laid out, finished 
hard and smooth. The whole cemetery is cer- 
tainly a place in which every visitor will find 
pleasure in seeing. 

The breastwork near the river bank will be 
tastefully arranged as a flower garden. A 
hard walk will be laid on top of it. A large 
overhanging balcony will be extended beycnd 
the steep embankment. 

Summer houses will be in profusion, the 
springs nicely bricked in. The trees to be 
planted are of the choicest evergreens ever 
planted in our southern states. 

THE CONSTITUTION reporter was shown over 
the grounds by General Superintenden Ander- 
son. The reporter was conducted from the 
gate throngh the various roads and walks that 
are completed. The improvements that are 
to be made were pointed out. The manner of 
arranging the lots showing that owing to the 
beautiful and artistic order of arrangement it 
would be impossible to have any square, stern 
looking ones as each would be of some quaint 
shape. The superintendent further stated 
that all natural growth of trees 
had to be cut down, but that evergreen trees 
would be planted instead, and in such way 
that they would appear as if they were natural. 
The roads were raised in some places, in others 
hillsides had to be eut away, but afterwards 
the natural effect would be revived in in other 
additions. Breastworks at the river precinct 
would be utilized, as stated above, making a 
beautiful picture. One thing noticeable was 
that not one thing in the entire cemetery would 
be of square shape, The roads, paths, lots, 
flower beds, tree beds. and _ all 
would be laid off in thousands 
of form. Another beautiful sceneis teat lots 
marked off in lawns wil] not be separated by 
walls or fences, but by nature. Simple pegs 
as marks, so far as eye can see. All the lots 
are to be joined together. Nothing is to 
obstruct the sight, save the monuments and 
tomb stones. ts are sold, burial expenses 
are paid, then your duty to the dead compar- 
tively ceases, because all lots will be under the 
superintendents’ supervision. All that should 
be done willbe done. Riverside cemetery: will 
be governed by regular Jaws and rules, After 
sunset the bell is g. This warns every one 
that the time is up for staying within the gates. 
Then the gates are locked. Any one found 
after this will be arrested. From glances at 
the different maps mueh more can be seen, 
but time will better unfold their grandeur,

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TALMAGE'S SERMON. 


Preached Yesterday in Brooklyn 
Tabernacle. 


One Hundred and Twenty New Members—A 
Grand Sermon on the Subject: “A 
Song Concerning My Beloved.” 


Brooxuyny, March 4.—[Special. ]—Exercises 
at the tabernacle this morning wore jubilant. 
One hundred and twenty new members were 
given the right hand of fellowship, making 
the communicant membership four thousand 
one hundred and fifty. Thousands of stran- 
gers were present. The ten great silver tanke 
ards, and the long line of chalices made the 
sacramental table very impressive. 

Before sermon, the congregation, led by cor- 
net and organ, sang: 


“When earth shall pass away, 
In the great Judgment Day, 
Jesus is mine!’’ 


The Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., took 
as the subject of his discourse, “A Song Con- 
cerning My Beloved.” His text was Isaiah, 
5. 1: “‘Now will I sing to my well beloved a 
song of my beloved.” Dr. Talmage said: 

The most fascinating theme for a heart 
properly attuned, is the Saviour. There is 
someting in the morning light fosuggest Him, 
and something in the evening shadow to speak 
His praise. The flower breathes Him, the 
star shines Him, the cascade procaims Him, 
all the voices of nature chantH im. Whatever 
is grand, bright and beautiful, if you only list- 
en to it, will speak His praise. When I come 
in the summer time and pluck a flower, I 
think of Him who is “‘The Rose of Sharon and 
the Lily of the Valley.”” When I see in the 
fieldsalamb,I say: ‘Behold the Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of the world.” 
When, in very hot weather, I come under a 
projecting cliff, I say: 

“Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 
Let me hide myself in thee!”’ 


Over the old-fashioned pulpits there was a 
sounding-board. The voice of the minister 
rose to the sounding-board, and then was 
struck back again upon the ears of the people. 
And so the ten thousand voices of earth rising 
up find the heavens a sounding-board which 
strikes back to the ear of all the nations the 
praises of Christ. The heavens tell His glory, 
and the earth shows His handiwork. The Bi- 
ble thrills with one great story of redemption. 
Upon a blasted and faded paradise it poured 
the light of a glorious restoration. It looked 
upon Abraham from the ram caught in the 
thicket. It spoke in the bleating of the herds 
driven down to Jerusalem for sacrifice. Itput 
infinite pathos into the speech of uncouth fish- 
ermen. Itlifted Paul into theseventh heayen ; 
and it broke upon the ear of St. John with the 
brazen trumpets and the doxology of the elders 
and the rushing wings of the seraphim. 

Instead of waiting until you get sick and 
worn out before you speak the praise of Christ, 
while your heart is happiest, and your step is 
lightest, and your fortunes smile, and your 
pathway blossoms, and the overarching heav- 
ens drop — you their benediction, speak the 
praises of Jesus. 

The old Greek orators, when they saw their 
audience inattentive and slumbering, had one 
word with which they would rouse them up to 
the greatest enthusiasm. In the midst of their 
oratious they would stop and cry out ‘‘Marath- 
on!”’ and the people’s enthusiasm would be 
unbounded. My hearers, though you may 
have been borne down with sin, and though 
trouble, and trials, and temptation may have 
come upon you, and you feel hardly like look- 
ing up. me thinks there is one grand, royal, 
imperial word that ought to rouse your soul to 
infinite rejoicing, and that word is ‘‘Jesus!’’ 

Taking the suggestion of the text, I shall 
spon’ to you of Christ, our song. I remark, in 
the first place, that Christ ought tobe the 
cradle-song. What our mothers sang to us 
when they put us tosleep is singing yet. We 
may have forgotten the words, but they went 
into the fibre of our soul, and will forever bea 
part of it. Itis not so much what you form- 
ally teach your children as what you sing to 
them.- A hymn has wings and can fly every- 
whither. One hundred and fifty years after 
you are dead, and “Old Mortality” has worn 
out his chisel in recutting your name on the 
tombstone, your great-grandchildren will be 
singing the song which this afternoon you sing 
to your little ones gathered about your knee. 
There is a place in Switzefland where, if you 
distinctly utter your voice, there come back 
ten or fifteen distinctive echoes, and every 
Christian song sung by a mother in the ear of 
her child shall have ten thousand echoes com- 
ing back from all the gates of heaven. Oh, if 
mothers only knew the power of this sacred 
spell, how much oftener the little ones would 
be gathered, and all our homes would chime 
with the songs of Jesus. 

We want some ceunteracting influence upon 
our children. The very moment your child 
steps into the street, he steps into the path of 
temptation. There are foul-mouthed children 
who would like to besoil your little ones. It 
will not do to keep your boys and girls in the 
house and make them house-plants ; they must 
have fresh air and recreation. God save your 
children from the scathing, blasting, damning 
influence of the streets! know of no coun- 
teracting influence but the power of Christian 
culture and example. Hold before your little 
ones the pure life of Jesus; let that name be 
the word that shall exorcise evil from thei 
hearts. Give to yourinstruction all the fascina- 
tion of music, morning. noon and night; let it 
be Jesus, the cradle-song. This is important 
if your children grow up, but perhaps they 
maynot. Their pathway may be short. 
Jesus may be wanting that child. Then there 
will be a soundless step in the dwelling, and 
the youthful pulse will begin to flutter, and 
little hands will be lifted for help. You can 
not help. Anda great agony will pinch at 
your heart, and the cradle will be empty, and 
the nursery will be empty,and the world will 
be empty, and your soul will be empty. No 
little feat standing on the stairs. No toys 
scattered on the carpet. No quick following 
from room to room. No strange and wonder- 
ing questions. Noupturned face, with laugh- 
ing blue eyes, come for a kiss; but only a 

grave, and a wreath of white blossoms on the 
top of it; and bitter ‘desolation, and a sighing 
at night-fall with no one to put to bed, 
anda wet pillow, and a grave, and a wreath 
6f white blossoms on the top of 
it. The heavenly shepherd will take 
that lamb safely anyhow, whether you have 
been faithful or unfaithfal; but would it not 
have been pleasanter if you could have heard 
from those lips the psaises of Christ? I never 
read anything more beautiful than this about 
a child’s departure. The account said, “‘She 
folded her hands, kissed her mother good-bye, 
sang her hymn, turned her face to the wall, 
said her little prayer, and then died.”’ 

Oh, if I could gather up in one prae 
the last words of the little ones who have gone 
out from all these Christian circles, and I could 
picture the calm looks, and the folded hands, 
and sweet departure, methinks it would be 

rand and beautiful as one of heayen’s great 
Savatadiont : 

I next speak of Christ as the old man’s 
song. Quick music loses its charm for 
the aged ear The school irl 
asks for a schottisch or a_ glee; ut 
her grandmother asks fom ‘*Balerma”’ or the 
“Portugese Hymn.” Fifty — of trouble 
bave tamed the spirit, and the keys of the 
music-board must have a solemn _ tread. 
Though the voice may be tremulous, so that 
grandfather will not trust it in church, still he 
has the psalm bock open before him, and he 
sings with hissoul. He hums his grandchild 
asleep with the same tune he sang forty te 
ago inthe old country meetinghouse. Some 
day the choir sings a tune so old that the 
young people do not know it; but it starts the 
tears down the cheek of the aged man, for it 
reminds him of the revival scene in which he 
participated, and of the radiant faces that long 
since went to dust, and of the gray haired min- 
ister leaning over the pulpit, and sounding the 
good tidings of great joy. 

I was one Thanksgiving Day in my pulpit, 
in Syracuse, New York, and Rey. Daniel 
Waldo, at ninety-eight years of age, stood be- 
side me. The choir sang a tune. I said, “I 
ain sorry they sang that new tune; nobody 
seems to know it.’”’ ‘Bless you, my son, said 
the old man, “I heard that seventy years ago. 

There was a song today that touched the 
life of the aged with holy fire, and kindled a 
glory on their. visien that our younger eye- 
sight cannot see. It was the song of salvation

Blessed the 
Bible in which spectacled old age reads the 
promise, ‘‘I will never leave you, never for- 
sake you!” Blessed the staff on which the 
worn out pilgrim totters on towards the wel- 
come of his redeemer! Blessed the hymn 
book in which the faltering tongue and the 
failing eyes find Jesus, the old man’s song. 

I speak to you again of Jesus as the nigh- 
song. Job speaks of him who giveth songs in 
the night. John Welch, the old Scotch min- 
ister, used. to put a plaid across his bed on cold 
nights, and some one asked him why he put 
that there. He said, ‘““Oh, sometimes in the 
night I want to sing the praise of Jesus, and 
to get down and pray; then I just take that 
laid and wrap it around me, to keep myself 

rom the cold.”” Songs in the night! Night 
of trouble has come down upon many of you. 
Commerclal losses put out one star, slanderous 
abuse put out another star, domestic berearve- 
ment has put out a thousand lights, and gloom 
has been added to gloom, and chill to chill, 
and sting to a and one midnight has 
seemed to borrow the foid from another mid- 
night to wrap itself in more unbearable dark- 
ness; but Christ has spoken peace to your 
heart, and you can sing: 
“Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly, 
While the billows near me roll 
W hile the tempest still is high. 
Hide me, oh, my Saviour’ hide 
Till the storm of life is past, 
Safe into the havi n guide; 
Oh, receive my soul at last." 

Songs in the night For 
the sick, who have no one to turn the hot pil- 
low, no one to put the taper on the stand, no 
one to put ice on the temple, or pour out the 
soothing anodyne, or utter one cheerful word— 
yet songsin the night For the poor, who 
freeze in the winter's cold, and swelter in the 
summer’s heat, and munch the hard crusts 
that bleedthe sore gums, and shiver under 
blankets that cannot any longer be 
patched, and tremble because rent-day is 
come and they may be set 
outon the sidewalk, and looking into the 
starved face of the child apd seeing famine 
there and death there, coming home from the 
bakery, and saying in the presence of the little 
famished ones, ‘‘Oh, my God! flourhas gone 
up!” Yet songs in the night! Songs in the 
night! For the widow who goes to get the 
back pay of her husband, slain by the shar 
shooters, and knows it is the last help she will 
have, moving out of a comfortable home in 
desolation, death turning back from the ex- 
hausting cough, and the pale check, and the 
lustreless eye, and refusing all relief. Yet 
songs in the night! Songs inthe night! For 
the soldier in the field hospital, no surgeon to 
bind up the gun-shot fracture, no water for the 
hot lips, no kind hand to brush away the flies 
from the fresh wound, no one to take the loy- 
ing farewell, the groaning of others poured 
into his own groan, the blasphemy of others 
plowing up his own spirit, the condensed bit- 
terness of dying away from home among 
strangers. Yetsongs inthe night! Songs in 
the night! “Ah,” said one dying soldier, 
‘tell my mother that last night there was not 
one cloud between my soul and Jesus.”’ Songs 
in the night! Songs in the night! 

The Sabbath day hascomé. From the al- 
tars of ten thousand churches has smoked up 
the savor of sacrifice. Ministers of the gos- 
= are now preaching in plain English, in 

road Scotch, in flowing Italian, in harsh 
Choctaw. God’s people have assembled in 
Hindoo temple, and Moravian church, and 
Quaker meeting house, and sailor’s Bethel, 
and king’s chapel, and high towered cathe- 
dral. They sang, and the song floated off 
amidst the spice groves, or struck the ice- 
bergs, or floated off into the western pines, or 
was drowned in the clamor of the great 
cities. Lumbermen sang it, and the factory 
girls, and the children in the Sabbath class, 
and the trained choirs in great assem- 
blages. Trappers with the same voice 
with which they shouted yesterday in 
the stag-hunt, and mariners with throats that 
only a few days ago sounded in the hoarse blast 
of the sea-hurricane, they sang it. One theme 
for the*sermons. One burden for the song. 
Jesus for the invocation. Jesus for the Scrip- 
ture lesson. Jesus for the baptismal fount, 
Jesus for the sacramental cup. Jesus for the 
benediction. But the day will goby. It will 
roll away on swift wheels of light and love. 
Again the churches will be lighted. Tides of 

ple again setting down the streets. Whole 
amilies coming up the church aisle. We 
must have one more sermon, two prayers, three 
songs, and one benediction. What shall we 
preach tonight? Whatshall we read? What 
shall it be, children? Aged men and women, 
what shall it be? Young men and maidens, 
what shall it be? Ifyou dared to break the 
silence of this auditory, there would come up 
thousands of quick and jubilant voices, crying 
out, ‘Let it be Jesus! Jesus!’’ 

Wesing His birth—the barn that sheltered 
Him, the mother that nursed Him, the cattle 
that fed beside Him, the angels that woke 
up the shepherds, shaking light over the mid- 
night hills. We sing His ministry—the tears 
He wiped away from the eyes of the orphans, 
the lame men that forgot their crutches, the 
damsel who from her bier bounded out into 
the sunlight, her locks shaking down over the 
flushed cheek; the hungry thousand who 
broke the bread as it blossomed into larger 
loaves—that miracle by which a boy with five 
loaves and two fishes became the sutler for a 
whole army. We sing His sorrows—His 
stone-bruised feet, His aching heart, His 
mountain loneliness, His desert hunger, His 
storm-pelted body, the eternity of anguish that 
shot through His last moments, and the im- 
measurable ocean of torment that heaved up 
against His cross in one foaming, wrathful, 
omnipotent surge, the sun dashed out, 
and the dead, anise er bu breaking 
open their sepulchres, and rushing out to see 
what was the matter. Wesing his resurrec- 
tion—the guard that could not keep him; the 
sorrow of his disciples; the clouds piling up on 
either side in pillared splendors as He went 
through, tieading the pathless air, higher and 
higher, until he came to the foot of the throne, 
and all heaven kept jubilee at the return of 
the conqueror. 

I say once more, Christ is the everlasting 
song. Thevery best singers sometimes get 
tired; the strongest throats sometimes get 
weary, and many who sang very sweetly do 
not sihg now: but I hope by the grace of God 
we will, after a while, go up and sing the 
praises of Christ where we will never be 
weary. You know there are some songs that 
are especially appropriate for the home circle. 
They stir the soul, they start the tears, they 
turn the heart in on itself, and keep sounding 
after the tune has stopped, like some cathe- 
dral bell which, long after the tap of the braz- 
en tongue has ceased, keeps throbbing on the 
air, Well, it will bea home song in heaven ; 
all{the sweeter because those who sang with us 
in the domestic circle on earth shall join that 
great harmony. 

‘* Jerusalem, my happy home, 
Name ever dear to me; 
When shall my labors have an end 
In joy and peacé in thee?’ 

On earth we sang harvest songs as the wheat 
came into the barn, and the barracks were 
filled. You know there is no such time ona

But 
oh, the grander scene when they shall come 
from the east, and from the west,and from the 
north, and from the south, ‘“‘a great multitude 
that no man cah number,’’ into the temple of 
the skies, host beyond host, rank beyond rank.

Cheap Adultoration. 

Murder is considered a grave offense by 
most judges, but in Philadelphia the courts 
attach great importance to the manner in 
which a person is murdered. 

In that city, the other day, two bakers 
were tried for causing the death of several 
of their customers by the use of chrome 
yellow in their cakes and buns, One of 
these bakers pleaded that he was ignorant 
of the nature of the poisonous substance he 
was using. He was sentenced to six months 
imprisonment. The other got nine months 
because it was shown that he had continued 
the use of chrome yellow after he had been 
warned. 

Now these men were convicted of invol- 
untary manslaughter, but from a moral 
standpoint one of them at least was guilty 
of murder. It was the duty of the judges 
to inflict the highest penalty possible. The 
public cannot guard itself against poisonous 
food adulterations, but the manufacturers 
and dealers in food can very easily satisfy 
themselves that they are selling a pure ar- 
ticle. For this reason the adulterators who 
kill their customers for revenue only should 
be made to suffer a punishment s0 severe 
that it will be a warning example to others 
in the same line of business. 

This matter of food adulteration is becom- 
ing more important every day, and it calls 
for decided and intelligent action on the 
ea of our state and federal authorities.

It is generally understood that Chief 
Arthur has the power to bring about this 
state of affairs, but is it right that he shonld 
be allowed to exercise it? Power exercised 
in that way would be oppressive and tyran- 
nical.

Sooner or later all men must be made to 
understand that brotherhoods, organiza- 
tions and societies must obtain redress for 
their wrongs in an orderly way, and that 
they will not be permitted to resort to war- 
like methods.

Ifhe hasan active and experienced 
bailiff who knows howto pick up cases, 
and who understands how to stir up strife 
by fanning the ember of a casual quarrel 
into a flaming lawsuit, he does very well ; but 
it frequently happens that justice is lost sight 
of. Nor is this the fault of the magistrates. It 
is the fault of the system. The poor and 
the friendless have no chance; they have no 
one to speak forthem. They are too fre- 
quently the victims of the injustice which 
grows out of the system; and the question 
arises is it possible to reform the “lower 
courts’’ in the cities?

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday 
the total receipts have reached 65,562 bales, 
against 69,024 bales last week, 84,137 bales 
the previous week and 99,583 bales three 
weeks since, making the total] receipts since 
the first of September, 1887, 4,901,459 bales, 
against 4,856,185 bales for the same period 
of 1886-7, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, of 45,274 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
93,396 bales, of which 57,283 were to Great 
Britain, 662 to France and 35,451 to the 
rest of the continent. 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 625,300 bales. Forimmediate 
delivery the total sales foot up this week 730 
bales, including 750 for consumptiou. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 22,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight of 193,705 bales 
as compared with the same date of 1887, a 
decrease of 180,490 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1886, and an 
increase of 29,246 bales as compared with 
1885. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 21,815 bales, and are 58,227 
more than at the same period last year. The 
receipts at the same towns have been 3,047 
bales less than the same week last year, and 
since September 1 the receipts at all the 
towns are 63,760 more than for the same 
time in 1866-7. | 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, are 2,202,217 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 5,074,116 bales; in 1885-6 
were 5,033,860 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 65,562 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 39,536 bales, the balance be- 
ing taken from the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 44,743 
bales, and for 1886 they were 68,025 bales. 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year is 383,294 bales; the 
increase as compared with 1885-6 is 477,571 
bales, and the increase over 1884-5 is 1,019,- 
288 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
opened stronger on the successful manner 
in which it was reported the options for 
March delivery had been disposed of. But 
on Monday the Liverpool report disappoint- 
ed our bull party, and the opening was 
weak; but there was a quick rally, on the 
early report from New Orleans putting re- 
ceipts at that port for the day only about 
one-fifth as large w fpr the corresponding 
date last year. ‘ins advance was soon lost, 
however, under Rscreased receipts at interior 
towns, and the close was at the lowest 
figures of the day—prices continuing to give 
way on Tuesday under fuller receips at the 
ports. 

The market was unsettled for the next 
two days, the reduced receipts at the ports 
proving an element of strength which over- 
came some other adverse influences, till near 
the close last evening, when the full interior 


' receipts—with the arrivals at the ports ex- 


ceeding estimates—caused a sharp decline. 
Friday the opening was weak, in sympathy 
with the depression in the Liverpool mar- 
ket, and in the later dealings became almost 
panicky, under rumors regarding a forth- 
coming long crop estimate. 

. The Chronicle’s telegraphic reports from 
the south indicate that the temperature has 
in general been lower, with snow in a few 
districts. Butlittle progres has yet been 
made in preparing for the next crop.

Derived From the Agricultural Depart- 
ment and Agricultural Clubs. 
From thFe ranklin, Ga., News. 


Hon. R. H. Jackson in his speech at Cor- 
inth, Jan 2ist., said there was none—only a few 
seed not adapted to the climate,a few worthless 
documents distributed, a social talk and eating pie, 
ete., and called upon anyone present to show tothe 
contrary. A member of the Corinth Agricultural 
club said at the proper time he would get an answer. 
Want of ability will prevent him from going int6 
an exhanstive recapitulation of the benefits to the 
agriculture of Georgia that are due to the efforts of 
the department ofagriculture or to show how farm- 
ers’ clubs and societies do good. Suppose we admit 
for the sake of argument that the judge is correct, 
It stlll remains to be known thatthe distribution of 
seeds and documents does not greatly benefit the 
farmers, which it certainly does. The judge might 
a; truly say of railroads that they only run a few 
trains daily from one place to another, or of preach- 
ers that they only preach once or twice a week and 
visit around and eat chicken pie. Both these as- 
sertions would be true, put theirtruth does not 
prove that railroads are of no use, or that churches 
ought to be abolished and succeeded by 
something else. Railroads are great develop- 
ers of the country, if they do run on- 
ly a few trains a day, and the churches indispensa- 
ble to the moral development of a people if the 
preachers do only preach a little and eat pies with 
the brethren: The distribution of documents by the 
department is the usual method of distributing val- 
uable information to the farmers, of educating them 
into better methods of farming, of informing them 
of the leakes, losses and mistakes of their methods.

A FAMOUS VIOLIN. 


Strange History of a Genuine 
‘‘Gagliani.”’ 


An Instrument Valued at Thousands of Dol. 
lars Originally Bought for Twenty 
Doliars—Interesting Story. 


A gentleman of Atlanta gives the subjoined 
interesting narrative of a famous violin: 

“In 1835, an opera company was filling an 
engagement in Baltimore. The leader of the 
orchestra was an Italian named Perdi, who 
was a remarkably aceomplished mae His 
violin possessed a beautiful tune whith rang 
out clearly above all the other instruments. 
It was a genuine ‘Gagliani,’ made in Naples in 
1714. Perdi valued it highly. He refused 
many tempting offers for it. 

“There was a wealthy banker in the city 
named Parslow, who was passionately fond of 
music and was a very skillful violinist. He 
was something of a crank on the subject of old 
violins. He had in his collection specimens of 


The ‘Gagliani’ struck his fancy. 
He offered to exchange for it a rare 
example of Joseph Guemerius, valued 
at one thousand dollars. The proposition 
was declined by Perdi, who swore he would 
never sell his violin. Oneday the banker was 
visited by Perdi, who seemed in deep trouble. 
He carried his violin case, and when Mr. 
Parslow asked him what was the matter he 
said he had just received a letter telling him 
that his aged mother was dangerously ill, 
and she earnestly pleaded with him to come 
and see her before she died. He made a con- 
fession tothe banker. He admitted that he 
was an inveterate gambler; that games of 
chance had so strong a fascination over him 
that he could not resist the impulse to stake 
his money on the tuin of a card. He had 
played for heavy stakes.

In that city livesa rich Jew, although he hates 
Antonio with an undying harted, pretends to be in 
asportly humor, and consents to lend the money 
on a strange condition: 

‘Seal me there 

Your single bond, and in a merry sport, 

If you repay me not on such a day. 

In such a place, such stim or sums as are 

Expressed in the condition, let the forfeit 

Be nominated for an equal pound 

Of your fair flesh, to be cut, and 

In what part of your body pleaseth me.”’ 

Antonio readily agrees to this proposition, feeling 
sure that at the time mentioned he can easily pay 
the specified amount, and Bassanio is free to hasten 
to the ng of his heart; and try his fortune with 
the caskets, 

From every part of the coun suitors came for 
Portia’s hand. Her father, in his will, hung his 
daughter’s future ee 8 gery on a siender thread. 
He devised three caskets of gold, silver and lead, 
placed the gentle Portia’s picture in the leaden one, 
and said that whoever chose the casket containing 
his daughter’s likeness, should gain her hand. 

Bassanio chooscs the right casket, and while Por- 
tia and her lover are fon dreaming of connubial 
happiness, there comes a Jetter from Antonio, say- 
ing that all of his ships have miscarried, and that 
the revengeful Jewclaims his bond. Portia and 
Bassanio are made one, and the lady tells her hus- 
band to ‘‘dispatch all business, and be gone.”’ Her 
great love for her husband, andthe wish to be of 
service to her friend, causes her to get instructions 
from a learned lawyer of Padua, Bellario, by name, 
and to disguise herself as a doctor of laws, go to Ve- 
nice, and try tosave Antonio. She and her maid, 
Nerissa, who is disguised as a lawyer's clerk, hasten 
to Venice tothe trial. Portia first appeals tothe 
Jew for mercy, inthat divine rapture,’”’ so often 
quoted, and which will neyer grow old. She appeals 
to his avarice. Finding the Jew inexorable, she re- 
sorts to a quibble of the law, telling him to take his 
forfeiture, but that in taking it, if he sheds one drop 
ofC hristisn blood, or takes more or less than a 
pound of flesh, then bis life must pay the forfeit, an 
all his lands be ‘‘eonfiscated unto the state of Vu 
nice.”” The révengeful Jew has a daughter, Jessica, 
who has secretly married a Christian, one of Anw- 
nio’s friends.

picture him, alone and childless, all about him the 
darkness of despair. And now let us draw the cur- 
tain, and turn down the lights, leaving the lady of 
Belmont, her husband, and his generous friend, 
with wishes that they may always beas happy as 
they now are, and saying tothe crushed, broken- 
spirited man, ‘‘the wages of sin is death.” ‘As 
thou seweth so shalt thou reap.”’

He inher- 
ited his father’s love of music and wasa fine 
violinist. Above all his other possessions he 
prized this Gagliana violin. 

He removed to Richmond, Va., and in 1873 
I visited that city. I became acquainted with 
Mr. Parslow and was invited to his house. 
Being something of a violin connoisseur my- 
self, I was deli he shewed me his 
coliection of valuable old instruments. 
explaining the merits of each violin, he paused 
a moment and said: ‘But here are the remains 
of the greatest of them all; a genuine 
‘Gagliani,’ which I valued at thousands of do!- 
lars. 
it occupies in this case. It is broken in forty- 
seven pieces, and is irreparably ruined. I be- 
lieve I'll throw the beautiful fragments into 
the fire, for it makes me sad to look at the 
maguificent wreck.’ He then told me how it 
was broken. His wife had seen a newspaper 
sticking out the _ of a high bureau. She 
pulled it down, and down came the violin case 
containing the famous ‘Gagliani.’ It was 
mashed into fragments. I begged Mr. Parslow 
not to commit the remains to the flames but to 
give them to me, as I would try torepairthem. 
‘You are welcome to them,’ said he, ‘but I’m 
confident they cannot be put together.’ 

‘*T took the fragments, and after two months’ 
careful working—I would spend about an hour 
every nighton it—I succeeded in rebuilding 
the violin. Not oneof the pieces had been 
lost. The violin was strung up, and I was im- 
patient to test its tone. It sounded more like 
a gourd than a violin. I showed it to Profes- 
sor Koepper, the eminent musician, and he 
said it was worthless; that it was too badly 
used up to be of any worth. 

“One day I showed it to Dr. J. F. Ensor, 
the superintendent of the South Carolina luna- 
tic asylum. He became interested in the vio- 
lin when I related its strange history. He said 
he would like to own it as a curiosity, even if 
it was devoid of any merit as a musical instru- 
ment. He offered me $20 for it, and I took it. 

‘‘A few weeks later Dr. Ensor went to New 
York on a visit and took the violin with him. 
He placed itin the hands of George Gumen- 
der, the world-renowned violin maker, and 
told him to repair it in his best style, regard- 
less of cost. Gemund@er informed the doctor 
that he would repair it for $100, or would give 
him that sum for it. Dr. Ensor, being rich, 
refused the offer and told him to go ahead and 
repair it. 

‘In three months Dr.Ensor was in New York 
again, and he called upon Gumender, who 
The owner could 
not recognize it, for it looked likea new vi- 
olin, without a scar or split aboutit. The re- 

alrer had: done a wonderful piece of work. 
Fie said to the doctor that so far as he knew, 
this violin, and another owned by young Dana, 
son of Charles Dana, of the New York Sun, 
were the only Gagliani violins inthe United 
States, and that Dana’s cost $1,250 only a few 
weeks before. He offered to buy Ensor’s 
violin at a very high price, but the offer was 
declined. 

‘‘Dr, Ensor returned to Columbia, 8: C., and 

laced his violin in Professor Keopper’s hands. 

his great musician was amazed at the work 
of the repairer. He declared it was wonder- 
ful, The violin was strung, and was found to 
have a noble tone, resonant and sweet. LBer- 
nard Listerman, the distinguished soloist,tried 
the violin a few weeks later, and pronounced 
ita very valuable instrument. Dr, Ensor 
was not much of a performer, but he held on 
to the violin, and refused all offers for it.

One text contains but a 
fragment of what is known as the sermon on the 
mount. Butitisofprime importance, for it con- 
tains the methods by which the world, through the 
gospel, is to be reached and saved; namely—Chris- 
tian influence. 

The Jews did not appreciate this fact, nor do men 


today. 

When John the Baptist pointed ont the Savior on 
the banks of the Jordan, “Behold the Lamb of God 
whicb taketh away the sins of the world,” tne. chief 
priests and scribes rejected Him with scorn. They 
were looking for a who should come in 
military glory, and Jesus did not meet their ideal. 
His voice had not the roughness of military com- 
mand, but was low and musicaliy sweet... One 
glance of his eye (though at times.it flashed with 
righteous indignation) could melt the hardest heart. 
His hand never held a sword, but was outstretched 
to lift up the fallen. Everything about Him may be 
summed. up inthe word.“‘Love.’’. His religion 
which is to triumph over all other,is a religion of 
loye, and 1s to be advanced through the spirit by 
the loving influence of His children, whom He calls 
‘the light of the world.’’ 

There are many practical lessons coming out of 
the text. 

First. Every Christian should be a burning and 
shining light. 

In the diamond fields of south Africa there are 
found gems of rare beauty, their illuminating power 
is such that if placed in a darkened room, they shed 
a glow on surrounding objects. Thus the Christian 
should shine. 

Secondly. The Christian should shine steadily. 

There are too many spasmodic, fitful professors of 
religion. Their lives emit a few beams of light, but 
oh how fitful and uncertain, like the glow of a fire- 
fiy’s wing, which is seen for a momentand vanishes 


away. 

Thirdly. ®he Christian should shine in prosperity. 
This at first may seem easy, but history proves the 
contrary. 

There are many whose light of Christian influence 
has shone brightly in humble life, but an 
came and the light grew dim.

A PLUCK LADY 


A Brief Sketch of the Career of 
Mrs. Bessie Miller Oton. 


Her Appearance For the Eenefit of the At 
lanta Artillery Company Thurs- 
day Night—Dramatic News. 


The appearance here of Mrs. Bessie Miller 
Oton promises to be an event of more than 
usual interest. 

Mrs. Oton isan attractive and gifted little 
lady who comes to Atlanta backed by the high- 
est indorsements of both her social and ar- 
tistic position. Newspapes everywhere have 
spoken of her in enthusiastic terms, and jud- 
ing by criticism of past performances she is 
the possessor of decided ability. 

Mrs. Oton’s life has not been free from trials 
and tribulations. She is a native of Kentucky 
and a member of one of the most prominent 
families in that state. When quite young she 
married a wealthy St. Louis gentleman and 
was aleader in St. Louis society. When, a 
few years after her marriage, her husband 
died she found that his wealth had vanished 
and she, practically alone in the world, was 


poor. 

Then began a struggle. Asachild she had 
exhibited wonderful powers of mimicry and 
dramatic talent and she determined to put 
this talent to use. She first went upon the 
stage ag an actress but her family would not 
think of consenting to this. Then she went to 
New York and through the kindly assistance 
of such excellent friends as Thurlow Weed, 
George W. Childs and others, she was enabled 
to undergo thorough training under Professor 
Phillip Lawrence, the noted instructor by 
whom Adelaide Neilson was taught. — : 

Her public career as a reader began in New 
York, and from the first she met with gratify- 
ing success. This has continued during sev- 
eral years of stage experience, her audiences 
everywhere comprising the most cultured 
people. , 

Mrs. Oton has been in the city several days 
arranging for her appearance here. The en- 
tertainment will be given next Thursday even- 
ing and will be given as a benefit to one of At- 
lanta’s most popular and most deserving mili- 
tary organizations, the Atlanta Artillery 
company. 

‘I expect to make the stage setting a pretty 
feature,’’ said Mrs. Oton to a CONSTITUTION 
reporter yesterday. ‘‘During my portion of the 
entertainment, which will cover the first hour, 
the stage will represent peace and war, the 
military flags and arms being used in the 
decoration. AJ] the military companies in the 
city will participate in the second hour’s per- 
formance, the programme embracing exhibi- 
tion drills and so iorth.”’

Then hecom- 
menced talking about his St Louis engage- 
ment, which he seemed to think was to begin 
the next Monday. Addressing me by naie, 
he asked me to see his triends at St. Louis and 
urge them to have everything ready for his ap- 

arance there. In afew days after that they 

k him WY the asylum. 

‘‘McCullough,’’ continued Mrs. Oton, ‘‘was 
the grandest man I ever knew and the gentlest. 
He eastanad a grand mind,andI regard my 
acquaintance with John McCullough as one of 
the brightest spots in my life.’’ 

The members of the Atlanta Artillery com- 
pany are making quite elaborate preparations 
for this entértainment. The company is com- 
posed of prominent young men, and deserves 
the hearty support of all Atlanta people.
